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CONGRESS PASSES 
4 SPENDING BILLS; 
SESSIONS TOTAL 
NOW 40 BILLIONS 


Last Meeting of Fiscal 
Year Approves Measures 
Totaling 4. Billions — 
President to Sign Them 
Today. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP).— 
Congress sent to the President for 
signature more than four billion 
dollars in appropriations - today, 
the product of the last strenuous 
session of the old fiscal year which 


ended last midnight. The House 
adjourned at 10:30 p. m. and the 
Senate at 10:44. 

Teamwork between the two 
houses, except for minor discrep- 
ancies, cleared the key spending 
bills and several other measures. 
The day’s work brought close to 
40 billion dollars the record break- 
ing total of congressional appro- 
priations and spending authoriza- 
tions voted thus far this session. 

The principal measures dis- 
patched to President Roosevelt 
during the day were: . 

The $910,905,000 relief bill; \the 
$1,060,500,063 farm measure, in- 
cluding funds for parity payments 
to farmers; the $1,195,861,940 sup- 
ply bill for the Labor Department 
and the security agency; the $1,- 
030,000,000 deficiency bill, provid- 
ing more than $400,000,000 for 2236 
new naval planes; the $54,183,106 
supply bill for the District of Co- 
lumbia and the $25,002,256 appro- 
priation for the maintenance of 
Congress itself, 


Commodity Credit Bill. 


Also approved was a measure 
continuing the Commodity Credit 
Corporation for two years from 
today and increasing its lending 
power from $1,400,000,000 to $2,- 
650,000,000. The increase was nec- 
essary in part to provide for re- 
cently authorized commodity loans 
at 85 per cent of parity prices. 

Although President Roosevelt 
was at his home in Hyde Park, 
N. Y., and was unable to sign the 
eleventh-hour appropriation meas- 
ures last night, congressional par- 
liamentary experts said that if he 
signed them today there would be 
no lapse of funds for the various 
departments. They said that the 
measures would be retroactive to 
last night when the Chief Execu- 
tive signed them.

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World War Figure Exceeded. 


Although congressional § clerks 
have not computed an exact total 
for the session’s spending, experts 
estimated that cash appropriations 
have aggregated more than $33,- 
000,000,000 and that authorizations 
for spending have totaled a little 
less than $7,000,000,000. 

The cash figure, exceeding the 
similar top World War outlay of 
$27,000,000,000 for the fiscal year 
1918-19, included more than $26,- 
000,000,000 for national defense and 
the lease-lend program.

Roosevelt Signs  $10,384,821,000 
Army Appropriation. 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., July 1 
(AP).—President Roosevelt signed 
yesterday a $10,384,821,624 army 
appropriation bill and legislation 
extending the chief executive's 
monetary powers for two years. 

The army supply bill appropriat- 
ed the biggest single sum in Amer- 
ican history, larger even than any 
of World War‘days. It was $1,- 
205,721,066 more than the Budget 
Bureau had proposed. In addition 
to the cash, it carried $183,145,695 
in contract authorizations. 

Largest individual items in the 
cash category were $3,357,372,132 
to take care of prior War Depart- 
ment obligations, $2,790,890,000 for 
12,856 airplanes and their equip- 
ment and $1,208,000,000 for pay for 
military personnel. 

The appropriation is intended to 
support for the year commencing 
today an army of 1,518,799 officers 
and men.

Fiercé Fighting Along Dvina. 

“Farther eastward, the Berezina 
River was reached, Between 
Dvinsky and Rige, the Dvina 
River has been reached on a wide 
front and crossed at various places.

“Squadrons of the German air- 
force participated in ground fight- 
ing with decisive effects. They

280 Planes Reported Destroyed. 

German fighter planes were said 
to have destroyed 280 planes yes- 
terday. The high command said 
216 were downed in air fights over 
the Dvinsk region of Latvia, where 
a Nazi spearhead is a third of the 
way to Leningrad, and east of 
Minsk, where panzer speed troops 
have been reported half way along 
the road to Moscow. 

Destruction of the Red army as 
a fighting force appeared to be the 
Nazi goal, with tactics familiar 
from the lightning campaigns in 
Poland, the Low Countries and 
France—swift penetration, then 
encirclement. 

A German spokesman declared 
two tank columns “now are far 
east of Minsk,” capital of White 
Russia. Schnelle Truppen—speed 
troops of the advance forces—were 
reported yesterday to be within 
sight of Smolensk.

RED PARACHUTISTS 
DROPPED IN FINLAND 


HELSINKI, July 1 (AP).—Rus- 
sian parachute troops have been 
dropped at various points in Fin- 
land during the last few days but 
they have been “rendered harm- 
less,” an official announcement 
said today. 


Seven Russian planes were shot 
down in combats over Finland Sun- 
day, the announcement asserted, 
adding that the number and sever- 
ity of Russian air attacks on Fin- 
land were decreasing. Lovisa, on 
the coast 60 miles east of Helsinki, 
was bombed this morning without 
serious damage. 

Reports from the battlefront in- 
dicated the Finns still were hold- 
ing back any full-scale offensive 
across,the Soviet frontier while 
testing out the Red army’s de- 
fenses with artillery fire and patrol 
thrusts.

House Committee Votes 
Tentatively for Levy on 
Office . Machines, Op- 
tical Instruments. 


WASHINGTON, July 1. (AP).— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee voted tentatively today to 
recommend excise taxes on slot 
machines, office and store ma- 
chines and optical instruments, 
other than eyeglasses, in an effort 
to raise $3,500,000,000 additional 
revenue to finance the defense pro- 
gram, 

Representative Cooper (Dem.), 
Tennessee, announced that the 
committee had agreed tentatively 
on a $25 annual tax on coin-operat- 
ed devices that pay cash or tokens 
redeemable in cash or merchandise 
and a $5. tax on each machine 
vending merchandise, such as 
cigarette machines. 

The committee had no estimate 
of the amount these levies would 
produce, Cooper said. 

A 10 per cent manufacturers’ 
excise tax was approved for op- 
tical instruments other than eye- 
glasses and was estimated to yield 
$1,400,000. 

Tax on Calculators. 

A similar tax on office and 
store machines, such as adding 
and calculating machines and type- 
writers, would produce an estimat-, 
ed $18,500,000. 

The vending machine levy, like 
that on the other coin machines, 
would be an annual use tax, while 
the imposts on optical instruments 
and office and store machines 
would be on manufacturers’ sales. 

The committee agreed yesterday 
on a long list of other excise taxes, 
including a $5 annual use tax on 
all privately owned automobiles, 
and estimated that they would 
produce $733,200,000 in new reve- 
nue, 

Approximately $184,000,000 more 
—part of which would be raised 
by the taxes voted today—was re- 
quired to attain the $3,500,000,000 
goal, 

No Tax on Mutuels. 

Cooper said the committee had 
agreed tentatively not to impose 
suggested taxes on parimutuels, 
electric bulbs and on the produc- 
tion and manufacture of gas ex- 
cept for industrial use. 

The committee likewise rejected 
proposals to tax beauty and barber 
shop equipment, soda fountain and 
beer dispensing equipment and 
paints, varnishes, putty and fillers. 

Another fevenue-raising ~ pre 
posal ruled out, Cooper said, was 
an increase in rates on second- 
class postage, used by periodicals 
such as newspapers and maga- 
zines, 

The committee still has not act- 
ed on proposals to tax soft drinks, 
furs and toilet preparations. 

If the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee recommendation regarding the 
automobile use tax becomes law, 
every privately owned automobile 
will wear a Federal sticker, which 
under a proposal by Chairman 
Doughton (Dem.), North Carolina, 
would be sold by postoffices. 


LA GUARDIA SUGGESTS GAS 
MASKS FOR 50,000,000 


Also Tells Governors He Will Ask 
Congress for $50,000,000 for Fire- 
Fighting Equipment. 

BOSTON, July 1 (AP).—Mayor 
LaGuardia of New York, National 
Director of Civilian Defense, dis- 
cl@sed plans today for seeking a 
$50,000,000 appropriation from 
Congress’ to purchase auxiliary 
fire-fighting equipment, and said 
the question of furnishing gas 
masks to 650,000,000 persons in 
strategic zones was under’ consider- 
ation. 

He asked the conference of State 
Governors to give Congress ad- 
vice on those two questions as well 
as on the subject of providing a 
guard of uniform character 
throughout the country for “sensi- 
tive points” such as railroad and 
water plants, in the event of war. 


55-MINUTE AIR RAID ALARM 
IN MOSCOW: NO BOMBS FALL 


MOSCOW, July 1 (AP).—Mos- 
cow’s 4,000,000 people came through 
a 55-minute air raid alarm without 
a scratch today. 

Sirens sounded the warning at 
1:50 a. m., and many took refuge 
in subway stations and shelters. 
Women of air raid defense squads 
awakened residents and watched 
for fires or blackout infringements 
until sirens signaled the end of 
the alert.

Tokyo Announces Accept- 
ance of Nanking Govern- 

_ ment by Germany, Italy 
and Other Nations. 


TOKYO, July 1 (AP).—Germany 
and Italy accorded formal recogni- 
tion today. to the. Japanese-spon- 
sored Nahking Government of 
Wang Ching-wel,: thereby giving 
fresh. support to the ambitions of 
their ally, Japan, to dominate 
East Asia. 

Several ‘minor adherents to the 
three-Power alliance of Berlin fol- 
lowed suit. The Government’s in- 
formation board announced. that 
Rumania, Slovakia, Bulgaria. and 


Croatia had recognized the Wang} 


Government as the national Gov- 
ernment of China. 

(In Madrid, the Foreign Ministry 
announced tonight that Spain had 


recognized the Wang Government, 
and that an envoy would be sent 
soon to “the capital of anti-Com- 
munist China.” In Bertin, an au- 
thorized spokesman said Hungary 
had announced, its intention of ex- 
tending recognition.) 

This Axis move came as Japan 
was weighing a choice between 
Germany, its ally, and Russia, with 
whom it has a neutrality accord. 
Japan set up the Nanking govern- 
ment 17 months ago, 

Japan’s policy toward the Ger- 
man-Russian war will be  an- 
nounced tomorrow in a statement 
by either Premier Prince Fumi- 
maro Konoye or by the whole Gov- 
ernment, Domei, authoritative Jap- 
anese news agency said. 

The Government information 
board said Japan received news of 
the recognition of Nanking with| 
“profound gratification.” In » 
statement the board said: 

“The fact that the German, Ital- 
ian, Rumanian, Slovakian and 
Croatian governments have recog- 
nized the National Government is 
a telling blow to those who, having 
not yet realized the great ideal of 
the establishment of an East Asia 
new order, continue to follow a 
policy of resistance against Japan.’

Enemy Opens Fire. 

Enemy artillery opened fire 
across the narrow channel on the 
evening of June 28, but the shells 
fell short, so the Red sailors made 
no reply. 

Enemy guns fired on the morn- 
ing of June 29, raising a smoke 
screen in the channel. Faint 
splashing sounds were heard and 
boats emerged from the smoke 
screen, 

At a 150-yard range, Red sailors 
poured heavy artillery fire onto 
the boats. Only one boat was able 
to answer the fire. Most of the 
expedition was wiped out immedi- 
ately. 

A few who landed on Soviet soil 
were liquidated in hand-to-hand 
fighting. 

Children’s Part in War. 

The Russian high command, in 
today’s communique, continued its 
practice of reporting much more 
than the fortunes of its armies, 
by describing the part Soviet chil- 
dren are playing in the war. 

The communique related an epi- 
sode in which children noticed a 
“Fascist” airplane circling over an 
' important railway bridge. They 
called the nearest military com- 
mander and 22 “saboteurs” who 
had been landed from the plane 
were reported wiped out.

The St. Louis County grand jury, 
which for six weeks has been 
investigating the County Court’s

This became apparent -when 
Charles M. Polk, attorney for the 
water company, went before the 
jury at 9 a. m. He followed Mere- 
dith C, Jones, a partner of Bitting, 
Jones & Co., which headed the 
syndicate that acquired the §$2,- 
600,000 Lindbergh Bridge bond is- 
sue. Jones, recalled, was before 
the jury only about five minutes. 
The grand jury was expected to 


cuit Judge John A. Witthaus to- 
day, presumably covering the 
bridge phase of its inquiry. 
Presiding Judge Clifford Corneli 
and Associate Judge Henry W. J. 
Rott of the County Court followed 
Polk as a witness. 

When Judge Witthaus impan- 
eled the jury last May 17 he in- 
structed it to “remove the veil of

secrecy” from the County Court's

WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP). — 
Credit defense or what you will, 
the United States chalked up a 
record of 1,500,000 marriages for 
1940. 

The Census Bureau estimates in- 
dicated that there were 11.8 mar- 
riages for every 1000 population in 
the country, compared with 9.9 in 
1939. The rate, however, was 
slightly behind the ratio of.12 per 
1000 set in 1920 after World War 
demobilization. A slightly smaller 
total of marriages have a higher 
rate in that year because the total 
population was somewhat smaller.

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JUNE GOES QUT HOT: 
24 ABOVE NORMAL 


Last Twelve Days Boost Aver- 
age to 77.4—Highest 
Reached Yesterday. 


The month just ended started 
out with promise of the “perfect” 
June days of James Russell Low- 
ell’s poem but wound up in a blaze 
of heat which an employe of the 


Weather Bureau described inform- 
ally as “hotter than the back log 
of Hades.” 

Statistically, the Weather Bu- 
reau reported the average temper- 
ature for the month was 774 de- 
grees, 2.4 degrees above normal. 
The average was raised in the last 
12 days when the mean temper- 
ature was 84.5 degrees, 7.7 above 
normal. In a cool period from 
the twelfth to’the eighteenth the 
average temperature was 7.5 de- 
grees below normal. 

The highest temperature so far 
this summer, 97.4 degrees, was 
reached at 2:50 p. m. yesterday, 
which was the twelfth successive 
day of temperatures of 90 degrees 
or more, 

However, St. Louisans who have 
been seeking repose under fans and 
in parks on recent sultry nights 
may find some mental comfort in 
Weather Bureau statistics that 
there have been much warmer 
Junes. For instance, in June, 1934, 
hottest June of record here, the 
average temperature was 82.6 de- 
grees, 5.2 degrees above this June’s 
average. 

Last month was drier, as well 
as warmer, than normal. Rainfall 
totaled 2.52 inches, 1.30 inches less 
than normal. There was sunshine 
for 300 hours, which is exactly 
normal, 67 per cent of the month’s 
447 possible hours of sunshine. 
understorms occurred on three 
days, the eighth, ninth and twenty- 
first, five less than the normal 
number. However, there were se- 
vere thunderstorms near the city 
on several days in the latter part 
of the month. There was a small 
dust storm on the eighth.

Proposes to Remove Ele- 
vated, Leave Surface 
Tracks—Project to Cost 
— Than $1,000,000.

WASHINGTON, July 1—A new 


| plan for removal of the elevated 


railroad tracks on the riverfront 
memorial sight in St. Louis “was 
presented today by Mayor William 
Dee Becker to Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes, who expressed inter- 
est in the proposal, promising that 
he would have it checked by the 


National Park Service. The cost 
was estimated at less than $1,000,- 
000. 

‘The plan calls for the rerouting 
of most of the railroad traffic over 
Municipal Bridge. Surface tracks 
would be retained for switching of 
freight and for 18 passenger 
trains. Only three of the passenger 
trains, however, would use the sur- 
face tracks between 9 a. m. and 5 
p. m. The proposal, if adopted, 
would be the first step of a per- 
manent plan which calls for a $4,- 
000,000 tunnel under the memorial 
site. As yet the details have not 
been given the railroads. 

If funds were available, most of 
the railroad traffic could be di- 
verted and the elevated tracks re- 
moved in less than six months, city 
officials said. Mayor Becker said 
that the proposed rerouting would 
shorten the time for trains coming 
into St. Louis. 

Trains would be routed east of 
the Madison, Illinois and St. Louis 
Terminal yards, past the National 
Stockyards, and through Relay 
Depot, East St. Louis, to the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge. 

Secretary Ickes told the delega- 
tion that the Federal Government 
was assuming that the war emer- 
gency would last for at least three 
years, and that the tunnel plan 
could be considered as a subse- 
quent public works project. 

Mayor Becker and city officials 
accompanying him said the tunnel 
plan might complicate later im- 
provements of the memorial site, 
and that it would be more satis- 
factory to make the plans for me- 
morial improvements and then fit 
the tunnei to them. 

Advantages ‘of the proposal, list- 
ed in a memorandum, included 
reduction of traffic hazards at 


-@rade crossings north of the ele- 


vated line; speed of accomplish- 
ment; more expeditious train move- 
ment; avoidance of immediate 
changes in many varied utility in- 
stallations. 

Among advantages. for the 'rail- 
roads suggested were: Removal of 
32 passenger trains from a section 
of hazardous operation; substitu- 
tion of a high-speed passenger line, 
without grade crossings, between 
Granite City and Union Station; 
shorter traveling time for this 
stretch and better operating condi- 
tions; greater use of surface tracks 
in St. Louis, between Biddle street 
and Bremen avenue for better lo- 
ca] industrial and freighthouse 
shipping. 

Mayor Becker and other St. 
Louis officials also conferred with 
Thomas H. MacDonald, commis- 
sioner of the Public Roads Admin- 
istration, regarding highways lead- 
ing to the St. Louis airport. They 
were told that funds for it de- 
pended on congressional appropria- 
tions for strategic and access roads. 

Mayor Becker had appointments 
also with Gen. C, T. Harris of the 
Ordnance Department and other 
officials. He hopes to return to 
St. Louis tomorrow.

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12 Dutch Sailors Picked Up 
After 14 Days of Hot Sun and 
Thirst in an Open Lifeboat 


Tanker Sunk by Torpedo From Submarine 


That Fired Without Warning, 
Crew Relates.

NEW YORK, July 1—Twelve 
Dutch sailors, one-third of the crew 
of the Dutch tanker Pendrecht, 
sent to the bottom of the Atlantic 
Ocean June 8 by a torpedo from a 
submarine, arrived here yesterday 
aboard the American Export liner, 
Excalibur, which picked them up 
in a near-helpless condition from 
the effects of the broiling sun, 
after they had drifted 750 miles 
for 14 days in an open lifeboat. 

The rescue of the survivors was 
due only to the fact that the Ex- 
calibur turned from its regular 
course June 22 when Capt. S. N. 
Groves received a report that eight 
Portuguese stowaways had slipped 


‘aboard at Lisbon and veered toward 


a sister ship, the east-bound Ex- 
cambion, to transfer them to that 
vessel. 

Late that evening a flare from 
the lifeboat was sighted and the 


‘Dutch sailors, all sick and weak 


from two weeks of exposure and 
privation, having subsisted .on 
emergency rations of water, con- 
densed milk and tinned beef, were 
hauled aboard and placed in the 
ship’s hospital. 

The 10,746-ton Pendrecht, largest 
tanker flying the Netherlands’ 
flag, was operated in the British 
service, It had been reported sunk 
last December, but actually had 
escaped the attack of a submarine 
and was towed to Swansea, Wales, 
for repairs. It sailed without 
cargo for an American port Juneé. 

Hit Without Warning. 

On the second day out, at 11:30 
a. m., Chief Officer Piet Bus, serv- 
ing as lookout, sighted a periscope. 
Before he had a chance to cry a 
warning, a torpedo tore into the 
side of the tanker. - 

The lifeboats, including a large 
motor launch, were manned imme- 
diately. As the motor launch 
touched the water, a second tor- 
pedo smashed it to bits. The 36 
officers and members of the crew, 
in groups of 12, took to the other 
three lifeboats. As they hurriedly 
pulled away. from the Pendreécht, 
already listing heavily, a third tor- 
pedo struck it amidship and it dis- 
appeared from sight. 

Then the submarine came to the 
surface, a hatch opened and an 
officer appeared. He ordered the 
lifeboats to approach. Members of 
the crew swarmed around him, 
jabbering excitedly in Italian, 
Chief Officer Bus said, but the of- 
ficer was German. He asked the 
men in the open boats if they had 
water and provisions, and when 
they replied “Yes,” the commander 
and crew disappeared below and 
the submarine submerged. 

Lifeboats Separate. 

The lifeboats drifted together 
for a few days, then spread out 
in the hope of intercepting a ship, 
and finally became separated. The 
men in Bus’ boat had only meager 
rations and the water was insuffi- 
cient to supply the demand caused 
by the hot sun. As little of the 
beef as needed to sustain life was 
eaten because it increased the in- 
tense thirst of the men. They 
were subject to constant thirst 
during the entire second week. 


‘When the lights of the Excalibur 
|were sighted, the men in the life- 
boat desperately fired all available 
signal flares. Once aboard the Ex- 
calibur, their tongues so swollen 
from thirst they were hardly able 
to make themselves understood, 
they begged for news of the offi- 
cers and crew members in the oth- 
er two lifeboats, Capt. Groves had 
received a report without details 
that one of the other lifeboats had 
been picked up, Dut nothing, has 
been heard of the third. = “~ 

The Datch sailors, now appar- 
ently recovered, said they were 
ready to return to service. All 
are residents. of Rotterdam, but 
have not been home since the Nazi 
invasion. One member of the 
crew said the Pendrecht was his 
fifth ship: sunk by the enemy, 
two were torpedoed, he said, two 
bombed and one struck a mine. 
The survivors wére under instruc- 
tions to withhold their names and 
to not discuss. the sinking of the 
Pendrecht. 

36 From Other Ships. 

Twenty-six survivors of the- Bel- 
gian freighter,- Mercier, and 10 
survivors of the Dutch freighter, 
.Yselhaven, all officers and crew 
members, also arrived at New York 
yesterday by tfain from Norfolk, 
Va., where they were landed by 
the Finnish rescue ship, Hammar- 
land. The survivors of both tor- 
pedoed .vessels were picked up in 
the Atlantic on June 15. 

The Mercier, bound from Liver- 
pool to Montreal, was sunk without 
warning by a Nazi submarine 
about 500 miles east of Cape Race, 
June 9. Third Officer Emil Caron 
reported he sighted the craft 50 
yards off the port side and notified 
his captain, who ordered a change 
of course. Before the change could 
be made a torpedo struck the Mer- 
cier, the ship drifting out of con- 
trol. 

Shortly thereafter another tor- 
pedo crashed through the star- 
board side, smashing wireless 
equipment. Capt. Jean Lambe and 
six of the crew were lost with the 
vessel. The submarine vanished, 
lifeboats were manned and 10 min- 
utes later the Mercier wag on the 
bottom. Only two lifeboats were 
available, and 35 were jammed into 
each. One lifeboat, carrying a 
woman passenger and two chil- 
dren, was picked up by the Fin- 
nish ship; Temi, bound for Petsa- 
mo, it was reported. 

Rudder Lost. 

The 35 rescued by the Hammar- 
land met with misfortune at the 
outset, when they lost the rudder 
of their overcrowded open boat. 
They resorted to the ‘desperate 
measure of steering with an oar. 
Provisions were so short that ra- 
tions were limited to one biscuit 
and a\ halt glass of water a day. 
Eleverof the survivors were treat- 
ed on arrival at Norfolk at the 
U. S. Marine Hospital for frostbite 
and exposure. 

As to the Yselhaven, sunk June 
6, members of the Dutch crew 
were under “lip-sealed orders.” 
They did report, however ,that 
there were 15 other survivors who 
took to an open lifeboat. Capt. 


M. P. de Unaard and eight others 
went down with the ship.

Union, Organizer Says. 


A strike will be called by the 
AFL Chemical Workers’ Union at 
midnight Sunday in the smokeless 
powder division of the Western 
Cartridge Co. at East Alton unless 
the company recognizes the union 
as exclusive bargaining agent by 
then, Fred Olds, AFL organizer, 
announced last night. 

Olds set the deadline at a meet- 
ing of union workers at their head- 
quarters in East Alton attended by 
H, A. Bradley of Toledo, O., inter- 
national president of the union. 

Both Olds and Bradley told the 
workers that they “deplored strikes 
in defense industries” but that they 
“had no other choice in this mat- 
ter.” The company has thus far 
failed to follow a recommendation 
of the National Defense Mediation 
Board, announced in Washington 
last Saturday, that it accept a rul- 
ing of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board designating the union 
as exclusive bargaining agent. 

No Company Reply. 

There was no reply by the com- 
pany today to the strike deadline. 
A company spokesman ‘said any 
action by the company would have 
to be taken at a directors’ meeting 
and tha* no such meeting had yet 
been definitely scheduled. 

The company has, to date, chal- 
lenged the NLRB finding that the 
smokeless powder division is a sep- 
arate unit and can be organized in- 
dependently of the rest of the 
plant. In an NLRB election in 
which 527 employes of the smoke- 
less powder division were eligible 
to vote, the results were 377 to 82 
in favor of the Chemical Workers’ 
Union. 

There are about 7000 employes 
in the entire plant, which has sev- 
eral million dollars’ worth of de 
fense orders.

long fight for a real secret ballot 
law in Missouri, which has been 
killed in many sessions of the Leg- 
islature through the influence of 
political bosses and practical poli- 
ticilans, was made last night when 
the Senate Elections Committee 
voted unanimously to report the 
bill favorably for passage. 

Passed by the House three weeks 
ago, the bill had been in the Senate 
committee without action since 
that time until it was brought out 
last night after extended discus- 
sion. 

The bill is aimed at preventing 
the identification of voters by their 
ballot numbers, a practice supposed 
to be common with political work- 
ers. The fact that such identifi- 
cation was possible has been used 
to frighten politicel job holders 
and others into voting straight 
party tickets in general elections 
and in voting for candidates sup- 
. ported by organization forces in 
primaries. 

Under the bill pending, the 
judges of election are required to 
paste a black sticker over the num- 
ber on each ballot. This sticker 
may be removed only in cases of 
contested elections and grand jury 
investigations, and when the use of 
the ballots is required as evidence

cases. 

The fact that the bill was report- 
ed favorably does not necessarily 
mean that it will be passed in the 
Senate, but the opposition will be

DEFENSE TANGLE AT WASHINGTON. 
“The biggest bottleneck in our preparedness effort 

is on the President’s desk,” said Senator Brewster 

(Rep.) of Maine in the Senate a few days ago. 

This is a blunt indictment, but it differs only in 
degree with what many other persons at Washing- 
‘ton and over the country, including devoted friends 
of the administration, are saying nowadays. 

From all sides come reports of lags behind the 
schedules of armaments production. The President 
himself last week commented on the shortage of am- 
munition. In production of planes, ships, tanks, ar- 
tillery, rifles and other vital phases of the defense 
.program, complaints of delays are also heard. 

There are several causes for these unsatisfactory 
+ results: Shortage of materials. Shortage of ma- 
chine tools. Strikes. Bickering over contracts. In- 
adequate planning. Red tape. Delay in formulating 
policy. 

Each of these is capable of being treated separate- 
ly, but that would be a piecemeal attack on the great- 
est problem in the Battle of Production. One over- 
all and dominating cause can properly be checked 
directly t6 the White House, and that is confusion 
in administration, . 

Washington now has a great maze of defense and 
production agencies, some duplicating the work of 
others, some conflicting with others, some virtually 
powerless to act because of restrictions and organi- 
zational setups. There are liaison men and co-ordina- 
tors, even co-ordinators of co-ordinators. New off- 
shoots of agencies are constantly appearing. 

The OPM, for example, has two heads, William 
S. Knudsen and Sidney Hillman, endowed with equal 
powers. It is not an over-all planning agency. It 
merely passes on army and navy purchases and ar- 
ranges priorities. 

Then there is thé OHRM—Office of Emergency 
Management. This is an agency created two years 
ago, long of merely minor importance and now sud- 
denly the top establishment of the whole defense 
setup. It was described by a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent recently as a “parent corporation” with 
13 subsidiaries. 

The only person who can bring order out of all 
this chaos is the President himself. A few specific 
orders by him would convert the whole rambling 
structure into a streamlined machine capable of co- 
ordinating the resources of this powerful industrial 
nation for the building of an impregnable defense 
and the speeding up of aid to Britain. 

There seems to be a great deal of politeness in 
Washington about discussing this key aspect of the 
whole problem. The President’s friends may depre- 
cate privately his inability or disinclination to dele- 
gate authority to others or to dismiss aids of long 
standing, but they put this down as demonstrating 
his devotion to duty and his loyalty. These are 
virtues, it is true, but they may be carried to an ex- 
treme that is dangerous to the whole defense effort, 
and thus to national security. With the exacting 
duties imposed by the presidency, it clearly is phys- 
ically impossible for Mr. Roosevelt to supervise the 
intricate details of the defense program. 

The disinclination of the President’s friends to 
face the issue was shown by the effort of administra- 
tion men to smother the scathing report of the House 
Military Affairs Committee last week. When this 
report eventually was forced into the light, it proved 
to contain three forthright declarations: 


When difficult problems arose, the adminis- 
tration has been too prone to dispose of them 
easily by appointing another board, only to add 
to the confusion of the assortment of agencies 
we now have. 

We are now plagued with the absence of a co- 
herent organization, and evidently will con- 
tinue to be so harassed. We are over-blessed 
with boards‘and committees and with a legion 
of liaison officers feeling the necessity of con- 
sulting with this or that agency. 

All this. has resulted in a deadly consumption 
of time and, in the end, we still have a divided 
authority. 


This is emphatic language, and some other parts 
of the report undoubtedly go too far, but here is a 
dangerous situation which calls for immediate at- 
tention. The would-be censors of the report were 
not serving the country when they attempted to 
protect the President from this criticism. 

There are now reports in Washington that the 
President, impressed by the crucial nature of the 
emergency, is at last moving toward selection of a 
general chairman for the defense program—more 
than a year after the effort began! It is high time 
to get rid of all the snarls of divided responsibility 
in which the program has become entangled. It is 
time to co-ordinate, concentrate and construct, to get 
the speediest and most efficient way of turning 
American potentialities into the vitally néeded tools 
of defense. 
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AN OLD, OLD STORY. 

James A. McAteer, clerk, of the Marriage License 
Bureau, issued a record number of licenses in June 
and steps forward to perform a service to national 
honor and chivalry. The draft may have some- 
thing to do with the rising tide of marriages, Mr. 
McAteer grudgingly admits, but he prefers to em- 
phasize as an influence what he terms returning 
prosperity and the war boom. Many of the licensees, 
he affirms, are above draft age—he refers to the 
gentlemen, of course—and others are rushing in, be- 
fore donning khaki, simply for a chance to corre- 
spond with “the girls they left behind.”

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CUTTING DOWN ON THE CCC. 

Presumably having served their purpose, 264 of 
the nation’s 1500 CCC camps will be closed today. 
They will be closed because Congress has cut the 
CCC’s annual appropriation. 

Normally, this might be a matter for complaint, 
for the.CCC has been warmly accepted as one of the 
New Deal’s most useful programs. ‘ 

In the defense emergency, however, the cut in the 
CCC budget is not open to much exception. In the 
first place, it is important that savings be made on 
non-defense expenditures. In the second place, the 
CCC boys are constantly being drained off either by 
the army draft or by the lure of good jobs in the de- 
fense industries. Although the corps is starting the 
new fiscal year with something like 232.0. men 
against last year’s 270,000 there still will be room for 
some 75,000 new enrollees, who will be taken in 
soon to fill existing and expected vacancies. 

Although the closing of the camps may not be a 
hardship to the boys, it will be a cause of regret to 
many communities. The CCC’s value has not been 
measured solely in its body- and morale-building ac- 
tivities. It has innumerable public improvements te 


‘and laid out forest trails, It has fought fires, helped 
in flood control and engaged in soil conservation 
work. It has built up a host of tangible assets, both 


local and national. That this. work must now be |" 


curtailed is unfortunate, although inevitable. 
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CALL FOR A LONG-SILENT COMMITTEE. 


At least up to the time of last’ year’s census, pop-. 3 


ulation figures show that St. Louis’ blighted districts 
were spreading, and at a faster pace in the 1930-40 
decade than in the previous 10 years. In 1930-40, 
the new figures show, population losses occurred in 
56 per cent of the city’s area, as compared with 25.84 
per cent in 1920-30, and only 12.67 per cent in the 
preceding decade, The net loss was 6912 in the 1930- 
40 period. 


This means an exodus of citizens to pleasanter | 


dwelling centers in the suburbs, away from the 
growing dilapidation and decline of the city. How 
far the conquest of smoke will arrest this trend 
cannot be definitely known until the next census. 
It is undoubtedly reviving many city.sections as 
places fit for habitation, but it would be a mistake 
to' assume that the smoke victory ends the battle. 
Smoke, after all, was only the most conspicuous and 
most vicious symptom of blight. It cannot be as- 
sumed that the remarkable showing against this evil 
solves all the city’s problems. 

The census figures are a reminder that a com- 
mittee was organized more than a year ago to fight 
St. Louis blight, and made its debut under highly 
promising auspices. Yet for many months, nothing 
whatever has been heard of this committee. Has it 
given up, or is it still studying the problem? In any 
event, it is high time for the committee to show 


some signs of life. The whole city has a great stake 
in solution of the problem, and the downtown inter-— 


ests that sponsored the committee have a partic- 
ularly vital interest.

THE SPY ROUNDUP. 
The Government has rounded up 32 persons ac- 


‘+ cused of espionage, including 22 born in Germany, 


and seven of the prisoners have already pleaded 
guilty. From what the world has learned of the Nazi 
Government’s spy methods in Europe, it is not at all 
fantastic to assume that its agents have been active 
in this country as well. It is reassuring to know that 


the Department of Justice is on the alert, and is able ' 


to draw up detailed indictments against the persons 
it accuses of espionage. 


This does not mean, of course, that spying is wide- ; 


spread, or that every person with a Teutonic accent 
is a questionable character. The 32 arrests in the 
East offer no reason for any nation-wide wave of spy- 
hunting. For protection of defense factories from 
sabotage and for the safeguarding of military infor- 
mation, the Government has highly trained men. An 
FBI inspector, speaking in St. Louis last week, re- 
iterated that this is no job for vigilantes, and ad- 
vised that anyone having knowledge of sabotage 
plots or fifth-column activity immediately notify the 
nearest FBI office, “then forget the matter.” : 

In the Department of Justice and the Federal 
courts, the nation has safeguards both against spies 
and against spy hysteria. 
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MR. HAY SHOULD BE HEARD. 

_ As a sequel to the House defeat of the St. Louis 
teachers’ retirement bill, because of the opposition 
worked up by Representative David A. Hess of St. 
Louis, Charles M. Hay says he will ask the House to 
grant him an opportunity this week to speak from its 
floor. Mr. Hay, attorney for the teachers, asserts he 
will “make clear to the membership his (Hess’) rea- 
sons for opposing the bill.” He adds that he has dis- 
closures “involving the integrity of our legislative 
processes.” 

This is a challenge not only to Mr. Hess for his 
misrepresentations against the bill, but a challenge 
to the entire Legislature. Mr. Hay’s hint as to the 
nature of his testimony is such that the people of 
the State are entitled to hear it, and no self-respect- 
ing group of legislators can let it remain undisclosed. 
His charges, whatever they may be, should be investi- 
gated to the limit and either established or refuted. 

If the House refuses to let Mr. Hay speak, he 
should issue a public statement covering what he 
intended to say. The circumstances of the bill's 
defeat in the House, after its 26-to-0 passage.in the 
Senate, require clearing up. If Mr. Hay can cast 
any light on this mystery, the public will expect 
him to do so. 
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NOW PUT IT OVER! 

The bill to give Missouri a secret ballot—the bill 
to remove Missouri from the small company of states 
which openly number their ballots so that prying 
eyes may learn how any citizen votes—was approved 
last night by the Senate Elections Committee. 

As the vote in the Senate committee was unani- 
mous and the majority for passage in the House 
three weeks ago was the overwhelming one of 97 
to 9, completed action in the Senate in the next few 
days should be only a matter of course. But to as- 
sure completed action, the bill will need to go to a 
vote in the Senate without amendment, as. any 
change would require it to go back to the trouse 
and thus seriously jeopardize final adoption, 

Missourians are entitled to a secret ballot just as 
much as the people of Illinois, and of 40-odd other 
states. The bill now before the Senate will give it 
to them. Here is a chance for the Legislature to hit 
a home run in the ninth inning!

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SENATOR NORRIS ENTERS A CORRECTION. 


I was entirely wrong. One of the greatest sat- 
isfactions of my public life is to rectify that 
now. 


So spoke Senator George W. Norris when the nom- 
ination of Harlan F. Stone to be Chief Justice came 
before the Senate for confirmation. The veteran 
Nebraskan was referring to his fight against Mr. 
Stone when President Coolidge appointed him as 
an Associate Justice in 1925. 

Senator Norris believed with deep conviction that 
a lawyer from Morgan & Co. would take an attitude 
in the Supreme Court which would be inimical to 
“the toiling millions of honest common people” in 
their legal battles for their rights “against big busi- 
ness.” He and five other Senators registered that 
view in 1925 by voting against Mr. Stone. 

They were wrong, “entirely wrong.”

What’s Wrong With Our Army?

Long treated ds stepchild, army is now overwhelmed with men and 
money, author states; behind-the-times officers are neglecting 
mechanization, he charges; says forward-looking men must be ‘put 
in command to put our forces on a par with the Nazi war machine.

child of American defense. More than 
any other agency of government, it has 
been the victim of circumstances. 

During the two decades of peace, military 
training in the schools and the Fascism, 
real or alleged, of some officers have been 
favorite targets of pacifists and liberals. 
Economy-minded Congresses have so re- 
duced the army’s appropriations that it has, 
at times, nearly perished from financial 
malnutrition. 

Its personnel, both commissioned and en- 
listed, has too frequently consisted of the 
ne’er-do-wells and misfits of civil life, to 
whom the prospect of a secure if poorly 
paid existence has beckoned more alluringly 
than the competition of civilian life. 

Today the army suffers from a very dif- 
ferent set of circumstances. It has been 
given more money than it ever expected to 
receive and masses of recruits whom it was 
unprepared to assimilate, though the Gen- 
eral Staff, without too great an inner strug- 
gle, allowed itself to be persuaded to favor 
conscription. Supplied with unlimited quan- 
ties of both money and men, the army has 
been expected to do only one thing—show 
results. 


T HE army has aptly been called the step- 


In some respects, its response hgs been 
very creditable. Many of the usel activ- 


ities of military life, such as excessive fa- 


tigue duty, over-emphasis on the manual 
of arms and antiquated forms of etiquette, 
have been dropped. Rookies clad in sensible 
uniforms have been given as much instruc- 
tion as they could absorb in the time allowed. 

But these isolated accomplishments do 
not mean that the army has become a pow- 
erful modern force capable of meeting Ger- 
man troops and defeating them. The train- 
ing of a mass of raw recruits results in the 
temporary weakening of an army, for vet- 
eran divisions have to be broken up to form 
the cadres for the new material. The devel- 
opment of new weapons, particularly anti- 
aircraft and anti-tank guns, has left the 
army short of implements for fighting a 
modern war. The army air corps, partly 
because of the necessity of providing air aid 
to England, is in a state of bad disorgani- 
zation, with too few modern planes. 

Much more serious is the fact that the 
basic plan for the army’s expansion is de- 
fective. As in the First Werld War, we 
are developing a slow, cumbersome mass 
army. Yet according to the testimony of 
German, French and neutral observers, the 
German troops which actually conquered the 
Low Countries and France consisted of only 
some 12 divisions, about 120,000 men. The 
bulk of the German army followed at the 
heels of the dive-bombers and armored units 
and played the part of policemen, consol- 
idating and holding gains. :

This revolution in warfare has been al- 
most completely ignored by our army lead- 
ers, We now have two armored divisions, 
with two others planned, for an army which 
has been increased 600 per cent within a 
year. An army of even 4,000,000 men is be- 
ing discussed. If it is built up to this size 
without an increase in the armored branch, 
the American army will present the inter- 
esting spectacle of a force 1 per cent mod- 
ern and 99 per cent obsolete. | 

Germany today probably has at ieast 
Panzer divisions Zetweep 20 and 4€ are 
the indispensesie minimum for us. 

Many. of “uw army officers foresaw the 


bombing in conjunction with infantry at- 
tacks and other recent developments be- 
fore these things had been tried out by any 
modern army. Under their leadership, we 
could ultimately evolve a system of warfare 
as much better than that of the German 
army as German methods today are in ad- 
vance of those of 1918. 

Unfortunately, these are not the men who 
are in positions of leadership. Until recent 
months, they have been the unhonored 
prophets or the suppressed rebels of Ameri- 
can military life. 

Our typical army leaders obtained their 
positions after long years of competent but 
undistinguished service, with promotion on 
a basis of straight seniority. They are men 
who have resolutely closed their minds to 
new ideas; for the past hundred years, the 
American army has rejected virtually every 
suggested improvement or invention until 
years after it had become an established 
success elsewhere. If we wish to make 
an army as good as the German army, the 
closed minds must be eliminated. 

* + * 

Our! present selective service law gives 
too many men too little training. For the 
less vital components of the modern army, 
a year may suffice, but for the armored di- 
visions and air force, a lengthening of the 
period of service or the use of long-term 
volunteers is needed in order to do away 
with the rapid turnover of personnel. 

One of the greatest defects of American 
defense has long been lack of co-ordination. 
Aside from the President, whom pressure 
of business normally makes unavailable, 
there is no person or group in Washington 
to co-ordinate the needs and plans of the 
various defense services with those of the 
United States as a whole. 

All these improvements, however, will 
not guarantee an army capable of defeat- 
ing German troops in the field. In war, 
superiority, not equality, must always be 
sought. The brilliant American officers 
whose theories of the art of war were first 
practiced by the more alert Germans must 
be given an opportunity to evolve means to 
surpass the Germans,

Rudolf Friml's over-age oper- 
etta, “The Firefly,” was put in 
service again at Municipal Opera 
last night and made the three-act 
oruise to Bermuda and back with 
safety and success. On hand for 
the trip were 10,100 sweating, fan- 
ning and gasping opera patrons, 
who found little comfort until a 
breeze sprang up during the second 
act. 

“Firefly,” it will be recalled, al- 
most broke all records at the opera 
two seascns ago and conceivably 
would have done so, except for the 
loss of one performance by rain. 
Since the opening-night attendance 
was the same then as last night, 
the show seems headed for anoth- 
er big week. 

Music alone makes “Firefly” 
worth reviving, such songs 48 
“Giannina Mia,” “Sympathy” and 
“Love Is Like a Firefly,” and the 
opera production staff has played 
safe by adding “Donkey Serenade” 
from the movie version of the op- 
eretta, “Il Bacio” for the prima 
donna, Rosemarie Brancato, to 
sing and “Begin the Beguine” for 
Eric Mattson, the leading man. 

But it takes 24 dancing girls, 
in tap dance routine to “Call Me 
Uncle,” waltz steps to “Sympathy” 
or Latin-American rhythm to “Be- 
gin the B2guine,” to make “Fire- 
fly” entirely worth while, and to 
remind one that Municipal Opera 
productions are not staged to tell 
incredible stories of street singers 
who become prima donnas or 
wealthy young men who fall in 
love with both and neglect the ob- 
viously more satisfactory creatures 
of their own set. 

And while the subject of dancing 
is under discussion, this week's 
show introduces a ballroom team, 
Raye and Naldi, that is just a lit- 
tle better in every way than any 
dance team ever seen in the park. 
In the first place, Raye and Naldi 
look different; the man, Naldi, 
more mature and not so willowy; 
the girl, Raye, small and not so 
dead-pan. Light-footed as no other 
team is, skilled in the extreme, 
this team dances‘as if it took some 
pleasure in the proceedings, rath- 
er than as an excuse to keep from 
going home. In a word, Raye and 
Naldi are wonderful. 
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Miss Brancato, who was the Nina 
in “Firefly” two years ago and 
met.every requirement then, is still 
ideal in the role. For her the 
trills, runs and general vocal road- 
work of “Il Bacio” are as easy a 
chore as the “Hut-Sut Song” is for 
Cass Daley and when she sings 
the difficult “Giannina Mia” and 
the audience likes it, she gives 
again and finishes the ditty on the 
same high one, away up there two 
branches from the top of the tall- 
est oak. 

The Kansas City coloratura also 
gets to sing “Love Is Like a Fire- 
fly,” “Donkey Serenade” and 
“When a Maid Comes Knocking 
at Your Heart” but, according to 
the provisions of Friml’s_ score, 
“Sympathy” goes to Dorothy. Sand-

BY FELLOW JUSTICE 


Frankfurter, Murphy and Rob- 
erts on Radio Praise His 
Achievements. 


NEW YORK, July 1 (AP). — 
Three United States’ Supreme 
Court Justices paid homage last 
night to Chief Justice Charles 
Evans Hughes on a nationwide 
radio broadcast on the eve of his 
retirement. 

Speaking from Pawling, N. Y., 

“We can say with confidence 
that Chief Justice Hughes will join 
the enduring architects of the Fed- 
eral structure within which our 
nation lives and moves and has 
its being.” 

“Only a man’s companions in his 
daily unadvertised tasks can know 
his patience, his complete devo- 
tion to duty, the farsightedness of 
his wisdom, the twingle in his eye, 
the transactions into everyday 
action of his precepts of tolerance 
and reason and his bracing good 
will,” Justice Frankfurter. contin- 
ued. 

“Those who have had the ex- 
cellent good fortune to have known 
Chief Justice Hughes in close as- 
sociation will preserve it as a 
treasured possession. The charac- 
ter and the life of which these are 
the attributes are a secure part of 
our national tradition.” 

Justice Owen J. Roberts spoke 
from. Philadelphia and Justice 
Frank Murphy from Detroit. Jus- 
tice Hughes is on a vacation with 
Mrs. Hughes in the Canadian 
Rockies. 

Justice Murphy said that the 


- 


Chief Justice was the last great 
American of an era and had kept 


abreast of changing times. Mur- 


phy added: 


“Tall, erect, vigorous and vital, 
the Chief Justice is a commanding 
and Jove-like figure. Extraordi- 
narily tolerant, he is yet severe and 
uncompromising toward those who 
have trifled with right and jus- 
tice.” 

Justice Roberts said: “The out- 
standing judicial service of Chief 
Justice Hughes is but one phase 
of a career of singular purity and 
devotion to the public welfare. 
His conduct of the great office 
of Chief Justice reflects ‘his life- 
long advocacy and fulfillment of 
democratic ideals. His life work 
has been the promotion of equal- 
ity and opportunity, freedom of 
spirit and of worship and broad 
tolerance for the views and ways 
of life of all who live under our 
flag.” 

The program was arranged by 
the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews, which Justice 
Hughes helped found in 1928.

Robert Patterson 
| Would Be Good 
Man for ‘Czar’ of 
War Effort. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


HEREVER two or three are 

gathered together these days 

—and that is pretty often— 
the conversation is sure to turn to 
the terrible lack of direction and 
progress in our multi-billion dollar 
defense armament program. At 
least, it is sure to turn there if the 
consultants know what is going 
on, or rather, not going on in 
Washington. 


It always gets around to this: 
“Who's going to be the Bernie. 
Baruch—the “czar”—of this second 
total effort? Why don’t they put 
P-rnie Baruch in there? He knows 
the ropes. Events have proved him 


right on every bit of advice he has 
given since the effort began.” 


This is a fair paraphrase, as I 
think most of my newspaper col- 
leagues will agree. Having a little 
first-hand information and more 
experience with this subject, I 
think those questions are well 
worth a column, ause every 
one of them springs from a ereat- 
er or less mistaken idea about the 
subject, 


In the first place, while it is 
true that Baruch’s ideas and advice 
were ignored or scorned or kicked 
about shamefully for a good many 
months, that is true no longer. As 
for his taking that job, he never 
wanted it and probably wouldn’t 
have accepted it at any time, and 
certainly not now. 


That result springs from no high 
hat or hurt feelings, He has al- 
ways stood ready to do whatever 
he could at any sacrifice. It isn’t 
altogether a question of health or 
old age, either. He is remarkably 
fit physically and alert mentally. 
But this is a 16-hour-a-day job. It 
is a job requiring the full vigor 
and even ruthlessness of a strong 
and hardy man. Baruch has always 
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insisted that this is a war for & 
younger generation than his. 

There is another reason—the in- 
terior stresses, strains and jealous- 
ies of this administration. Baruch 
seems generally acceptable’ in 
many groups, but the kind of as- 
sistants that he would be likely to 
rely upon might not be. He has 
no desire to inject any more cross 
purposes than exist already. He 
is very sensitive and loyal to his 
friends. If anybody began to 
knife them, he would defend them 
—which could make him miserable 
and affect his work. 

These considerations answer the | 
last question as it is usually put. I 
doubt if Baruch has been asked 
outright to accept the job. But I 
am sure he would be Welcomed if 
he would accept it and that he 
has made it perfectly clear why he 
can't. : 

That brings up the error in the 
earlier questions—this “czar” busi- 
ness over priorities, commandeer- 
ing, prices, conservation, supply, 
transportation, civilian needs and 
allocations among army, navy and 
the Allies, These fields are too 
vast and varied for any single 
“czar.” Any one of them is a big- 
ger job than any single man ever 
before directed. 

Baruch was never any “czar” in 
1918. It isn’t a job requiring the 
“ezar’-type of administration. The 
task is to see that competent men 
do these jobs acceptably, don't get 
in each other’s way, and that all 
their efforts converge on a single 
aim and policy without waste, or 
lost motion. 

My recollection is that Baruch 

did that in 1918, without a single 
conflict not settled between the 
principals by agreement and with- 
out a single arbitrary action not 
concurred in by the heads of each 
of these massive efforts separately. 
His contribution was diplomacy, 
kindness and ability to inspire loy- 
alty and extreme effort, and above: 
all, that he knew his stuff. 
You can’t predict that kind of 
talent. It took a good many 
months for a Baruch to emerge. 
We have had a good many months. 
Has such a man emerged this 
time? I think so. And I believe 
he is Assistant Secretary of War 
Robert Patterson.

Are they, Mr. Stalin? 
3. “We do not intend to pull oth- 
er people’s chestnuts out of the 
fire.” 
But you would welcome some aid 
about your own chestnuts, would 
you not, Mr. Stalin. 
4. “Strike against the war, which 
has been precipitated by the cap- 
italist war mongers.” ) 
Was it really a good idea, Mr. 
Stalin, to organize strikes in 
American factories arming for our 
defense and for Britain’s? 
5. “From Capitalism to Chaos to 
Communism.” 


Would you like to see chaos in 
England and in America at this 
moment, when German troops are 
marching into Russia? Would that 
help the Soviet Union? 

6. “British and American war 
mongers are responsible for the 
war.” 

But it is not the British or 
Americans who are marching into 
Russia, as it was not the British 
or Americans who marched into 
Poland, Norway, Holland, Belgium, 
Rumania, Greece, Jugoslavia. Why 
not think about the war makers, 
rather than the war mongers ?z 
Yes, Mr. Stalin, you tried to 
keep peace. Granted. Peace at 
the cost of collective security. 
Peace in the hope that Hitler 
would wear himself out in the 
West, and turn against you too

late. Britain could have played 
that game in reverse at the very 
outset of the war. But Britain 
knew that a Germany in posses- 
sion of the resources of Russia 
would have turned against the 
West, as a Germany in possession 
of the continent is now turning 
against the East. Would it not 
have been wiser, Mr.- Stalin, to 
have fought with the Poles, in- 
stead of destroying Poland togeth- 
er with Hitler? Would it not have 
been wiser to fight with the Jugo- 
slavs and with the Greeks? 


OW you have a new slogan, 

coined in Moscow on June 26— 
“Por fatherland, honor, freedom 
and Stalin.” 

And, in this slogan, Stalin is 
naturally mentioned last, not first. 

The slogan is okay. That is 
what this war is about. The right 
of men to have their own country 
and use its resources in the first 
line for the people who live in it 
and have built it up. Honor: A 
world in which persons and na- 
tions mean what they say, in 
which treaties are treaties, friends 
friends; a world in which there is 
law; in which fidelity is not a 
“bourgeoise” residium.

Barney W. Frauenthal, pioneer 
fic expert, founder of the Union 


station Information Bureau, died 
yesterday at Edgewood Retreat, 


He 
was 72 years old, and had been in|

Mr. Frauenthal entered the serv: | 


ice of the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation several years before 
Union Station was opened in Sep- 
tember, 1894. At the old Union 
Depot, Twelfth and Poplar streets, 
he made the beginning of what, 
in the Station, became the infor- 
mation window. It was a one 
man affair at first, and travelers 
with questions about train sched- 
ules and ways of reaching city 
addresses got prompt and complete 
answers from Barney, whom every- 
one called by his first name. 

In the World’s Fair period, he 
wrote and published Barney’s In- 
formation Guide, which for years 
was the standard handbook on the 
city’s streets and its points of in- 
terest. 

He was promoted -to general 
passenger and ticket agent, in 
charge of the ticket window, and 
in 1919 was made special repre- 
sentative of B. F. Bush, regional 
director of the United States Rail- 
road Administration. Later in that 
year he entered the service of the 
United Railways Co., now the Pub- 
lic Service Co. He was general 
traffic agent of the company up 
to his retirement five years ago. 
He was appointed by Mayor F. 
H. Kreismann in 1912 as a mem- 
ber of the city’s Hospital Board. 

In recent years, Mr, Frauenthal 
commented’ frequently on the popu- 
larity of radio quiz programs, and 
expressed the wish that the air 
waves had been available in th 
days when he was developing ques- 
tions and answers as a means of 
livelihood, 

He was an organizer and an ear- 
ly officer of the St. Louis Railway 
Club, and a former president of the 
St. Louis Pennsylvania Society.

domination. In other words, the 
issue is whether he is embarked on 
a short war, or has started a long 
drawn-out conflict which may be 
his undoing in the end. 

We must await developments be- 
fore we can see the end of this 
bloody road. If Hitler can achieve 
a quick killing, he will have ob- 
tained many of the supplies from 
which he has been cut, off by block- 
ade, and thereby’ will have 
strengthened himself immeasur- 
ably. That would be a heavy blow 
for the Allies. 

On the other hand, a protracted 
Russian-German conflict would de- 
feat the Nazi leader’s aim. It 
would destroy the very grain stores 
and other riches which he seeks 
in order to enable him to continue 
his war against Britain, It would 
set hunger and pestilence to rang- 
ing the vast battle field. 

The Germans are expending en- 
ergy, equipment and supplies which 
they cannot afford to lose—unless 
they can replace them, and quick- 
ly, from their conquests in Russia. 
This being so, one of the big news 
items of the day is the German 
report that Nazi and Rumanian 
forces driving into the Ukraine are 


wfinding large areas laid waste by 


the retreating Russians. Should 
such destruction continue, it might 
largely defeat Hitler’s aim, even 
though he overran the Russian 
territory. 


This is a great and critical mo- 
ment for the Allies. They will 
have to work very hard and fast 
if they are to take advantage of 
the situation. There will be grave 
danger to them in a quick Ger- 
man victory in Russia. 


REDS WIPE OUT FORCE LANDED 
ON LAKE BY FLYING BOAT 


Soldiers Reported Either Finnish 
or German, Came Down Near 
Border of Finland, 


MOSCOW, July 1 (AP).—An at- 
tempt by German or Finnish forces 
to penetrate the lake area border- 
ing Finland by landing troops 
from flying boats was reported 
today to have been thwarted by 
Russian frontier guards. 


“On one of the lakes of the Ka- 
relian-Finnish Republic the enemy 
landed a detachment of 40 men by 
flying boat,” a Russian communi- 
que said. “This group of diversion- 
ists Was completely wiped out.”

bie alloy, used in the bearings of 
the wheels of every truck, trac- 
tor, tank, airplane and cannon. 


our own. We have been getting 
35 per cent of it from British 
Malaya, the Dutch East Indies and 


the United Kingdom. 


Fortunately, the moment: war 
broke out in 1939 officials of the 
Government co-operated with busi- 
ness and industrial leaders who 
proceeded immediately to organize 
ways and means of buying up and 
importing extra quantities of these 
and other key materials. 


It may come as a surprise to 


many to hear that citizens of the 
United. States are responsible for 
much of the pressure the European 
nations have been able to exert 
over most of these Southern repub- 
lics. What is more, this pressure 
is a direct result of most of the 
large investments they have made. 
We own the world’s largest copper 
mine, located 10,000 feet up in the 
Andes, at Chuquicamata, Chile. 
Our copper investments in this nar- 
row, ribbon-like republic run into 
the hundreds of. millions. Yet in 
normal times none of this copper 
can be sold in the United States. 
Markets must be found in other 
parts of the world. In the same 
way oil produced by United States 
companies in Venezuela and Co- 
lombia must be sold in Great 
Britain and the countries across 
the seas. 


Biggest Packing Plant. 


The largest packing plant in the 
world is not in Chicago, Omaha or 


the Rio de la Piata not far from 
Buenos Aires. But it is owned and 
operated by a Chicago company. In 
fact, United States packers have 
helped to build up in Argentina 
and Uruguay one of the world’s 
leading livestock industries. Yet 
we buy only comparatively small 
amounts of canned beef from Ar- 
gentina and Uruguyan plants. Not 
a pound of their fresh meat can 
be shipped into this, country. We 
even have an embargo against it. 
It must be sold in Europe. 


The greater portion of the enter- 
prises we have established in the 
countries throughout the continent 
produce the same things. we pro- 
duce here at home. We created 
competition for ourselves and for 
them, and produced a condition 
which now plays into the hands 
of the Axis Powers. As one man 
puts it, “We have developed South 
American industries for Germany 
and Hitler.” 


The fact that many, of these are 
the major industries; in the coun- 
tries concerned makes them doubly 
subject to pressure from the totali- 
tarians and hesitant about lining 
up whole heartedly with Britain 
and the United States. Because 
the natural markets for the prod- 
ucts of such industries are in the 
Old World, their governments are 
striving to remain neutral, at least 
until they can be sure which side 
is going’ to win. If we had in- 
vested in and developed enter- 
prises the markets for whose prod- 
ucts were in the United States, 
there would be no question today 
about Western Hemisphere soli-

darity and co-operation. 


By asserting ourselves, by letting 
it be known tn no uncertain terms 
that we will stand for no presump- 
tuous show of force from across 
the seas against any of the southern 
republics, or European meddling 
in their internal affairs, we can 
maintain solidarity during the 
\crisis. We can do; this in spite of 
the difficult’ economic situation. 
Loans and emergency purchases 
will probably help to tide them 
over financially. 


Plan Necessary Now. 

But immediate action in perfect- 
ing and instituting long-range eco- 
nomic plans is necessary, if we ex- 
pect to keep them out of the hands 
of Europe when peace comes. If 
Hitler wins it means keeping them 
out of bis clutches. 

There is not much we can do 
about the present industrial set- 
up. Hitler will need,‘ and will 
probably buy their meat and wheat, 
oil and copper, corn and cotton. 
But we can begin at once to help 
in the development of new enter- 
prises that produce things we not 
only can use, but must buy from 
other parts of the world. 

We import every year, principal- 
ly from non-American countries, 
$578,605,943 worth of minerals, 
vegetable and animal fibers; hides 
and skins; oil waxes and extracts, 
and a long list of other essential 
raw materials. These are products 
we do not or cannot produce at 
home. Without them the wheels 
of industry would almost cease to 
turn, and our own standard of 
living would experience a _ tre- 
mendous slump. By encouraging 
the development of such mate- 
rials in the South American coun- 
tries, we help to diversify their 
economy. We create for ourselves 
supplies of needed products nearer 
home,. which at the same time 
gives a lever to use against the 
totalitarians. 

It will be objected that we would 
merely be developing more indus- 
tries and products for our antagon- 
ists. This would not be the case. 
If the Axis powers win, they will 
have under their control the pres- 
ent sources and supplies of all 
these things. They will not need 
to buy them from South America. 
Even if they wanted to buy them, 
the South Americans would rather 
sell to us for money than barter 
with a totalitarian Europe. 

There are several shining exam- 
ples of the effectiveness of devel- 
oping enterprises, or creating in 
these near-by countries sources of 
industrial products and raw ma- 
terials which we do not produce 
and must import. The banana in- 
dustry in Colombia, as well as Cen- 
tral America, exists entirely be- 

use of the demand for the fruit 
in the United States. Chicle pro- 
duction in Guatemala, Honduras 
and elsewhere would not exist if 
Yankees were not gum chewers. 
And both enterprises have pros- 
pered in and out of emergencies. 
Both continued to pay dividends 
throughout the depression. They 
have proven profitable to the coun- 
tries that produce them and the 
companies in thi8 country that 
market them. 

This is the permanent road to

EARTHQUAKE IN CALIFORNIA

How to Aid 
Victims of 
Heat Wave

NY day now about this time 
A» year the man in the street 
may be called on to perform 
emergency treatment for some- 
body who is overcome with heat 
exhaustion or sunstroke. 
Undoubtedly many deaths re- 
ported during hot weather as be- 
ing due to heat stroke are really 
the result of apoplexy or heart at- 
tacks. In cold weather they are 
ascribed to their proper cause, but 
in hot weather everything is 
blamed on the sun and the hu- 
midity. Excessive heat also is not 
borne well by those with high 
blood pressure and undoubtedly 
many apoplexies are brought on 
by the state of the weather. 


A distinction is made between 
heat exhaustion and sunstroke or 
heat stroke. In heat exhaustion 
there is a condition of shock, low- 
ered temperature, cold clammy 
skin, profuse perspiration, weak- 
ness and dizziness, but rarely loss 
of consciousness, 

In heat stroke.or sun stroke the 
essential feature is a complete up- 
set of the temperature regulating 
mechanism of the body. Whatever 
centers in the brain control per- 
spiration and the other factors in 
this mechanism become paralyzed 
and the body temperature rises to 
astonishing heights—as much as 
109 degrees Fahrenheit. The skin 
is flushed, hot and dry, and uncon- 
sciousness is the rule. 

Premonitory symptoms are nau- 
sea and dizziness, and anyone who 


-feels these symptoms on a hot day 


should apply ice or cold water to 
the skin and get in the shade and 
lie down.

obviously shocked he should be 
treated by rest and warmth to 
overcome the shock, If he is thirsty 
give him water, a little at a time, 
not too cold. If there is some 
salt handy put that in the water. 
The doctor will give him fluids 
by vein when he gets him to the 
hospital and also sodium bicarbo- 
nate to overcome his acidosis, so 
it’s not imperative to get fluids 
into him, but give him plenty of 
rest and protect him from the per- 
son who comes along and who 
knows just what to do—such as 
raise his head, or roll him over, 
or raise his arms up and down. 


The person whose skin is hot 
and dry to the touch, who is un- 
conscious and who has a bounding 
pulse should be treated by ice and 
water dashed on the body. Never 
mind about getting his clothes off. 
Throw a bucket of water over him 
with a good deal of force. The 


impact of the water does as much 
good as the water itself. 

After the body is wet, fan him. 
The evaporation of one gram of 
water produces seven times as 
much cooling as the use of one 
gram of ice rubbed on the skin. 
The great indication is to reduce 
the temperature.

Many readers have asked: “Are 
the broadcasters correct in saying 
“BAY-seez” for BASES? 

The answer is yes and no. 

Let us examine this statement: 
“The United States naval BASE 
at Pearl Harbor is one of the most 
important of the BASES (BAY- 
seez) in the Pacific.” The pronun- 
ciation “BAY-seez”’ (for bases) in 
the sentence is incorrect. The 
proper plural of BASE is BASES, 
pronounced BAY-sez, to rhyme 
with faces, races, spaces. 

However, BASES is also the 
plural of the word BASIS, and 
bases in this meaning is correctly 
pronounced BAY-seez. 

Singular. Plural. 

BASE BASES (BAY-sez)

Now it so happens that BASIS, 
in naval parlance, is often used 
in the exact meaning of the word 
BASE; therefore, in the following 
sentence the pronunciation BAY- 
seez is correct: “The United States 
naval BASIS at Pearl Harbor is 
one of the most important of the 
BASES (BAY-seez) in the Pacific.”

‘Mrs. Z. W. Hook, Owner, Edi- 
tor and Printer of the Auxvasse 
(Mo.) Review, Has Recorded 
News of the Town for 39 Years

A Staff Correspondent of the 


AUXVASSE, Mo., June 30. 


HE name that flies at the 

masthead of the Auxvasse Re- 

view reads Mrs. Z, W. Hook, 
but to everybody in the town she 
is just Fannie, the Review report- 
er. Mrs. Hook, 81 years old, is the 
owner, publisher, editor and print- 
er of the Review. She sets type 
by hand, reads proof, makes up 
the pages, looks after the adver- 
tising and the job work and used 
to operate the linotype, If there 
is anything about a print shop 
that she hasn’t done, she doesn’t 
know what it is. 


It is as Fannie, the reporter, 
however, that Mrs. Hook is most 
familiar to the people of Auxvasse. 
She is the one who writes up the 
doings that are important in the 
small-town world of which she is 
an important part. As she has for 
39 years, she makes the rounds of 
the stores, not as spry as she used 
to be, gray and a little bent, but 
as eager as always for items. She 
visits the banker, the butcher, the 
baker and, of course, the doctor 
and the undertaker. 


“Good morning,” she greets them 
by their given names, “do you 
know anything that I could make 
into an item?” 


They say “Good morning, Fan- 
nie,” and if they know anything 
that she could make into an item 
they tell her. Or they say: “Sor- 
ry, Fannie, but I don’t know any- 
thing new today,” 

Fannie goes back to the Review 
office, in the shade of the maples 
down at the lower end of Main 
street, and writes her items and 
hangs them on the hook for the 
linotype operator and lends a hand 
to whatever needs doing in the 
shop. Or, if there is nothing for 
her to-do, she sits at her desk by 
the front window and watches the 
Auxvasse world go by and nods or 
waves a hand as the people pass. 


Presently a friendly head is 
poked in at the door and a friend- 
ly voice says “Morning, Fannie.” 

“Good morning,” says Fannie, 
“come on in.” 


They sit and talk and like ag not 
Fannie gets something that she 
can make into an item for the 
paper. And the visitor, unsuspect- 
ing, reads it in the paper when it 
comes out and wonders where 
Fannie got it. 

Mrs, Hook,,as she explains, owes 
her place in the newspaper and 
print shop world to the circum- 
stance that she married a printer 
who afterward became a publisher 
and editor. He was Zadok Hook, 
called Zed by those who knew him 
best. He was a typesetter on a Ful- 
ton newspaper when she married 
him. She took a notion that she, 
too, would like to be a printer, so 
at the age of 20 she learned the 
cases and in a little while could 
“stick” type as fast as Zed. She 
worked with her husband on the 
Fulton Telegraph and the Fulton 


Post-Dispatch 


Gazette, and was the first woman 
typesetter in Callaway County. 


It was all to the good, when Zed, 
fired by ambition, bought the Aux- 
vasse Review, in 1902, for Fannie 
was a great help to him, not only 
in setting type but in everything 
that must be done by a country 
editor and printer. | 


The paper, in those early years, 
was printed on a Washington hand 
press which had been bought sec- 
ondhand 15 years before by the 
former owner of the paper. It is 
still there, though it is only used 
as a proof press, and it will al- 
ways be there, Mrs, Hook says, be- 
cause she wouldn't part with it for 
love or money. 

The paper was hand-set until 
1924, because it was not until then 
that they could afford a linotype, 
and then, Mrs, Hook says, they had 
to buy it on credit. She was 64’ 
years old, but she learned to oper- 
ate it. She continued to operate 
it until she was 75, and then yield- 
ed it to younger hands, The main 
reason, she explains, was that she 
found she was not spry enough to 
get out of the way when the ma- 
chine s#quirted hot metal at her, 
which the best of them sometimes 


do. 
* * * 
HE never learned, though, to 
S operate a typewriter.She could 
have done so mechanically, but 
she found that she was unable to 
compose her items except in long- 
hand. 
When her husband died 13 years 


ago Mrs. Hook carried on, It would 


have been difficult except that she 
had the help of her boy, C. H., who 
had grown up, as he says, “in that 
wastebasket over there,” and had 


learned to set type at the age of 6. 


He is her mainstay now, doing ev- 
erything that, hig mother will ket 
him do. She is at the office every 
day unless something important 
keeps her away, and peoh-poohs 
the idea that she is getting old. 


All that it is, she says, is that 
she is getting a little ornery, which 
some folks call getting tired, and 
sometimes she shirks a little. She 
feels that way about the column 
that she used to write for the pa- 
per, but discontinued last year. It 
ig one of her little jokes to say that 
it was partly Hooked and partly 
tooked, That is, she wrote part 
of it and lifted part from the ex- 
changes. She thinks that she will 
revive it, just to show that she isn’t 
getting old. 


In the meantime she is scanning 
the exchanges for the wholesome 
and homely things that she likes 
best, running them with proper 
credit on the inside pages of the 
Review, keeping the preferred 
space of the front page clear for 
ads and such epic events as the 
meeting of the Busy Bee Club at 
the lovely home of Mrs, Rad Iman 
and the meeting of: the Sunshine 
Club at the 8, S&S. Shay home, at

which the usual covered dish 
luncheon was served at the noon 
hour. 


Those are the things that count 
in the Auxvasse Review, the ads 
to pay the bills and the social af- 
fairs to keep up the circulation.

That is about 
the only time that the Review 
loses a subscriber, when somebody 
dies.

His Failure to 


Heed Overcall 


Sets Declarer 
By Ely Culbertson 


NE of the best arguments 
against weak overcalis is that 
they reveal entirely too much 
information to the opponents. Con- 
sider the following hand: 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 
AK9

The North-South team was using 
the Vanderbilt Club convention, and 
the bidding proceeded: 


North’s double of one heart, it 
should be noted, was not the usual 
penalty double. In the Vanderbilt 
system such a double is used as a 
device against interference bids, 
to show that the responder would 
have given a positive response 
based on at least two or more 
honor tricks. 

West opened the club jack, dum- 
my’s king covered and the ace 
won. At this point East made an 
excellent play. He did not return 
his singleton heart, for the simple 
reason that he did not wish declar- 
er to mark him with a singleton. 
He realized that there was very 
little chance that declarer had gone 
to six with two club losers, and 
even less chance that he lacked the 
heart ace. Even if the latter were 
true, he would never be able to 
dispose of his losing hearts. Thus, 
East made the splendid psycholog- 
ical play of returning a trump. 
Declarer ducked, and West, seeing 
no possible reason for putting up 
the jack, did likewise. Dummy’s 
nine held and now declarer had to 
consider his line of play. Of course, 
he did not know that the diamond 
jack would drop and that he would, 
therefore, be able to run four dia- 
mond tricks. It seemed to him 
that the best plan was to ruff his 
two losing hearts. On that theory 
he cashed the ace and led the king, 
only to have it ruffed by East. 

If declarer had given the proper 
consideration to West's heart over- 
call, he would have decided, I 
think, that it was highly probable 
that West had six hearts. Every 
ace and king, and three of the 
four queens, were accounted for 
as not being in the West hand. 
Hence, the chance that West had 
longer.than a five-card suit was 
very eat. Obviously, declarer 
would have to ruff one heart in 
dummy, but he should not have 
counted on ruffing two—far better 
to play for a diamond break that 
would permit a discard of the other 
heart. On that basis declarer 
should have led just one more 
trump—his only hope being that 
that lead would draw East's last 
trump. Then the ace and king 
of hearts should have been led 
and a heart ruffed. 

The hand should have been made 
because West overcalied with a 
heart.
